There must be something very {attrac­ 
tive About this | “tftritT anteed onuntry” 
for British capitalists. They like to in­ 
vest their money here. 
They have a 
great liking for American enterprises, 
especially those that yield big divi­ 
dends. A protective tariff 
does not 
seem 
to 
have 
any 
terrors 
for 
British money. In fact it seems to like 
it. 
Within the past few months English 
capitalists have been seeking to boy up 
various industries in the United states. 
They are not satisfied with the beautiful 
free trade system of England, and want 
to come hero and place their money 
where “lobber tariff” rules the country. 
After trying to get control of brew­ 
eries, salt works, natural gas lands, sugar 
refineries, lumbering 
companies, the 
English capitalists are now after the steel 
works. A Pittsburg dispatch breaks the 
news that “ one of the most gigantic 
schemes over manipulated in this com­ 
munity is at present being operated sub 
rosa. A syndicate of English capitalists 
are making efforts to purchase all the 
steel works in this city.” 
One of the 
members of the large steel works cf 
Pittsburg says that “the object of the 
Englishmen is merely to obtain a con­ 
trolling interest in ^a number of steel 
concerns of reputation. 
If they held a 
majority of the stook they could’take it 
to Europe and manipulate it with profit, 
the local owners still retaining a working 
interest in the plants and managing them. 
I imagine that if all the steel firms of the 
city got what they wanted for their 
plants they would sell; they would either 
have to do that or m n.” 
This shows how favorably English 
capitalists look upon American indus­ 
tries as an investment. There |has been 
a general move all along the line by for­ 
eign capitalists for the control of certain 
industrial 'enterprises in the United 
States. There is quite a significance in 
this fact. 
It is pretty evident that 
British 
capitalists have 
more 
faith 
in the future of this country under a 
protective tariff than they lave of Eng­ 
land under free trade.

Tho usual quarrel at the Monona Lake 
assembly took place on Friday over tho 
third party question. 
Whenever the 
third party prohibitionists begin to talk 
on their favorite theme, then something 
like an evil spirit enters into them, and 
it breeds.mischief. This ought not to 
be, but this condition of things does ex­ 
ist, and such a display of intemperence 
is quite unbecoming to a religious asso ­ 
ciation. 
The press reports, speaking of the an­ 
nual meeting of the stockholders of th9 
association, give this version of the mat­ 
ter: 
The meeting was a “monkey and par­ 
rot” sort of an affair. It was the same 
old question of prohibition and non-par­ 
tisanship, resulting from the faot that 
Mr. Millb* lecture this afternoon, instead 
of being a temperance address, was a 
prohibition stnmp-speeoh. After a great 
amount of bairpnlliug, a resolution was 
adopted unanimously setting forth that 
the stockholders were violently opposed 
to any partisanship on the grounds, in 
either politics or church, and that the 
matter would be guarded against in the 
future. 
Mr. Mills was present and 
heard the resolution, and permission was 
given him to make a personal explana­ 
tion. 
When Mr. S. D. Hastings, an intem­ 
perate third party leader was elected 
director of the association, ex-Fresident 
Elihu Colman, of Fond du Lac, resigned 
his directorship, stating as a reason tha 
he could not maintain his self-respect 
and hold his position on the board of di­ 
rectors with Mr. Hastings. 
Mr. Colman 
further said that the professed position 
of the assembly on the third party ques­ 
tion was never observed, and therefore 
made them the laughing stock of the 
state, and he was sick of such business. 
It is enough to make a temperate and 
fair-minded man quite siok of such work 
on the part of the third party politicians 
belonging to the assembly. 
It is no 
place to talk politics. It is no place to 
work up a malignant party spirit. It is 
no place to insult the intelligence of the 
best christian and temperance people in 
the state. It is well enough to have a 
* temperance day,” but it should not be 
turned into an intemperate day by the 
political prohibitionists. 
It is a great pitty that a finer christian 
spirit cannot prevail at the Monona Lake 
assembly on the question of temperance. 
Whenever the matter comes up for dis­ 
cussion there seems to be some one 
ready to play the part of a mieohie f- 
maker. This ought not to be. The as­ 
sembly 1 6an honor to the state.

TAXATION, j 


State AsMMmeot fj^ed at 4 Mills on the 
D o llar—O th er Conventions. 
B ismarck, D. T., July 27.—Tho com­ 
mittee on revenue and taxation has sub­ 
mitted to the convention ad article giving 
the Legislature the power to provide for 
raising revenues sufficient to defray the 
expenses of tho State for each year, not to 
exceed 4 mills on tho dollar on tho assessed 
valuation of all taxed property; provides 
that laws shall be passed taxing by uni­ 
form rule all property according to its 
truo value in monoy, but tho property of 
tho United States and State, county, and 
municipal corporations shall be exempt; 
tho Legislature shall exempt from taxation 
all property used exclusively for schools, 
religious, cemetery, or charitable purposes, 
and personal property to an amount not to 
exceed 200 acres of land A|uL the improve­ 
ments thereon. 
Railroad property shall 
l>e assessed by tho State board at not less 
than I J, OOO a mile. 
The joint comml&sion which has boon 
struggling for a basis for a division of tho 
property of tho.Territory between tho two 
States about reached an agreement, al­ 
though thoro is still a $25,000 difference, 
and tho chairmen of both commissions 
have been authorized to adjust this differ­ 
ence. 
Tho bonded indebtedness on tho 
public institutions will bo assumed by tho 
States in which thoy’are located respect­ 
ively; tho! public library will bo sold at 
auction between North and South Dakota, 
going to tho State bidding the highest. 
Tho records pertaining specially to South 
Dakota will go to the south, and those of 
interest only to the north romain in the 
north- 
Those essential to both will lo 
copied, one keeping the original and tho 
other tho I copy. 
Tho monoy paid out of 
tho general fund In making permanent 
improvements on the institutions will be 
charged to the State in which tho institu­ 
tion is located and adjusted accordingly. 
Tho State taxes to bo refunded to purchas­ 
ers of railroad land along the lino of tho 
Korthorn Pacific will be paid proportion­ 
ately by tho two States.

WILL BE PAID FOR 6VERTIME. 


The Postoffice Deparment Establishes an 
Important Precedent. 
Washington, July 25.—Tho ppstofflco 
department has just allowed a claith for 
compensation for oxtra work that will 
offect the 7,000 letter-carriers wont into 
effect May 24, 1888. 
It specifically states 
that: 
“If any letter-carrier is employed a 
greater number of hours a day than eight 
he shall be paid oxtra for the same in pro­ 
portion to tho salary now fixed by law.” 
In tho Houso an amendment was tacked on 
authorising 
the Postmaster-General to 
make necessary regulations to carry out 
tho law. 
This was stricken out by tho 
Senato. 
When 
the law went 
Into 
effoct the carriers in this 
city 
were 
informed that they would be paid for all 
overtime. 
None saw fit to make applica­ 
tion for tho oxtra compensation until 
William C. Tally filed a claim for over­ 
time mode from May 26, 1887, to Oct. 27, 
1888, the date on which ho was dismissed 
from tho service. 
On July 25, 1889, D. 
W. Glassie, an attorney of this city, filed 
tho claim before Postmaster Ross, by whom 
it was referred to the department. 
After 
considerable delay and much investigation 
Tally established a claim for 224 oxtra 
hours work within the datos named. 
This 
was finally allowed, and on the 2flth inst. 
he was paid $45.88. Col. Glassie has other 
claims on hand which he will at onco file 
before the department. 
This application 
is said to be tho first prosecuted to success, 
tho difficulty having l*>en in the fact that 
tho law did not provide any machinery for 
its execution.

Letter Relating 
To the Pioneers of Janes­ 
ville and Vicinity. 


To the Editor. 


J a n e sv il l e, Rook Co., Wis., July 26# 
1889.—As there bas been a number of 
statements made with regard to the old­ 
est eettler, and doubts been thrown cut 
as to who is the oldest settler, I will 
make a statement of faots with regard to 
that subject. POn the 10th of November, 
1835, my brother, A. W. Pope, and my­ 
self started out to find a suitable claim 
fora farm. 
Starting northwest from 
Dupage, Illinois, passing by the head of 
Big Woods at what was then known as 
Harringtons on the Fox river. 
We 
passed on to a Mr. Griggs, 13 miles 
northwt st of Fox river. The next day, 
the lith, was a very stormv day; we 
stopped at night about four miles south 
of what is now Belvidore at Mr. Handy’s. 
The 12th was a stormy day, and we 
stopped 
that 
night 
at 
what 
is 
now Rockford, with 
a 
Mr. 
Kent 
on 
the 
west 
side 
of 
the 
river. The 13th we went up Rock river 
and stopped at night with Mr.Talcott 
at the mouth of the Pecatonica. 
The 
14th we crossed Rock liver to the east 
side going up to what is now Beloit, 
stopping a short time to talk with Thei- 
beau and his eons, while standing there 
talking we saw a man approaching from 
the north whioh proved to be William 
Holmes, brother of Mrs. Atwood, hunt­ 
ing for a couple of yoke of oxen with 
which they had been breaking prairie. 
While talking be told ne be expected a 
man and wife coming frcm Racine and 
bad hardly got through talking abou* 
that when he ‘looked in the southwest 
direction across Turtle Creek and said to 
mo, "There they oome now.” 4\ They 
came down to the creek and attempted 
to cross and as they were coming on* 
the reach broke in the little wagon they 
bad and let the box down on the ground. 
W helped get them cut of the dilema 
and Mr. Holmes agreed to help them 
mend their reach as it was broken. He 
got what tools he could of Mr. Theibeau 
(pronounced Te-bo) and went to work, 
and 
my 
brothers 
and 
myself 
went np to the rapids twelve miles 
aud found Mr. George Fullmer in their 
shanty es Mr. Holmes had directed na. 
We stayed there that night; next morn­ 
ing, the 15th, we 
went up through 
Black Hawk grove and out towards wha* 
is now sailed Mount Zion. passing along 
the north edge of Rock Prairie and 
through the openings towards tho Cat­ 
fish; then returning down through the 
openings to tho place where I now live; 
found there what we, thought to be a 
good water power together with good 
springs of water, we agreed upon a lo­ 
cation. 'Hon the 16th we went and staked 
out tho claim, trying tho soil, and the 
17tb we added our labor i to what we had 
already done; and on the 18th morning, 
we killed a two-year-old beef creature,that 
Samuel St. John had Rad out with him 
and traveled from Mr. Holmes' shanty to 
Belvidere, crossing Tar tie Creek about 
a mile above Beloit, 
lf any person was 
bere ahead of the lime I have stated it 
was John Inman, now of Kansas, or 
some one I have never known.

Joehua Holmes, Miles Jones and George 
Foil mer started from Milwaukee with an 
ox team and arrived on the 18th day of 
the lame month opposite the big rock at 
Moutereyl^-lhis I know to be incorrect, 
like many other statements in the so­ 
called history of Rock county, as Wm. 
Holmes and George Follmer were here 
the 14tb, 15tb, 16tb, 17th and the morn* 
ing of 18th of November, 1835; and they 
. told me that they came to Rook sounty 
(about the 18th or 20th of September, 
1835. They had, I [should think, about 
IO acres broken on the Hat west of what 
is now Burr Robbia’s show grounds 
which is undoubtedly th) first prairie 
broken in Rook county.# There is ^ u th 
of vital interest of the true history of 
Reek county, which bas never been 
written, which I am [.in hopes may 6ome 
day be seen on that page.
